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City of Regina 


T HE first settlers of the District arriv¬ 
ed in May, 1882, and subsequently a 
canvas town sprang- up where the trestle 
bridge carries the main track of the C. 
P. R. across Wascana Creek, aboat a mile 
west of the centre of the city. 

The selection of the tow'nsite of Regina 
was arranged jointly by the Government 
and the C. P. R. Company. Early in 1888 
an officer of the North-West Mounted 
Police was sent to select a suitable place 
for the headquarters of the force, which 
had previously been at Winnipeg. On his 
return the lands at present occupied by 
the barracks were selected. 

At this time an agreement had been 
completed between the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment and the Railway Company to enter 
into partnership regarding certain town- 
sites, one of which was to be the seat of 
Government for the North-West Terri¬ 
tories. Acting under this agreement the 
General Manager of the Railway Com¬ 
pany, then W. IC. Van Horne, and Mr. 
Dewdney, the Governor of the Territories, 
selected four sections, -viz.: 19 and 30, 
township 17, range 19, and 24 and 2,5, 
township 24, range '20, west of the second 
meridian, to constitute the townsite of 
Regina. These sections were subsequent¬ 
ly vested in Messrs. Osier, Scarth, Smith 
and Angus, trustees, to administer and

LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS 

When the owners of property abutting 
on any street or place desire the construc¬ 
tion of any of the following local im¬ 
provements, application should he made 
to the City Clerk for a form of petition to 
the Council for the work or improvement. 
Such petition must be signed by at least 
two-thirds of the registered or assessed 
owners of property abutting on the street 
or place where the work or improvement 
is required, and representing at least one- 
half in value of such property; and on

In 1910 a comprehensive sewer system

MUNICIPALLY OWNED INDUSTRIAL 
SITES SERVED BY SPUR 
TRACK SYSTEM 

One of the greatest assets which Re¬ 
gina possesses from an industrial point 
of view is its splendid and unique spur 
track system. It would be practically im¬ 
possible for any other city to duplicate 
this system because there is none that 
owns such a vast stretch of its town site 
as Regina does. Regina did not have to 
buy the land, consequently it could do it. 
To all outsiders we wish to explain that 
Regina, being the owner of hundreds of 
acres of its own townsite, conceived in 
the early days of its settlement the idea 
of setting aside a section of it for pure¬ 
ly industrial purposes.

PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS 


The erection of the Parliament Build¬ 
ings was commenced in the fall of 1908, 
and the departmental offices were occu¬ 
pied in November, 1910. The building is 
constructed of Tyndall stone, fireproof 
throughout, and was erected by Peter 
Lyall and Sons, of Montreal, at a cost of 
approximately $1,900,000, and the archi¬ 
tects were E. and W. S. Maxwell, of 
Montreal. An independent Board of 
Architects was appointed as a commis¬ 
sion to examine the competitive plans 
submitted by a chosen number of promi¬ 
nent firms, the chairman of which was 
Prof. Percy E. Nobbs, Professor of Archi¬ 
tecture in McGill University, Montreal, 
resulting in the selection of the plans of 
E. and W. S. Maxwell. 

The grounds, which are approximately 
160 acres, are immediately south of Was- 
cana Lake, and are now within the City 
limits. 

The length of the building is about 543 
feet, and the height of the dome approxi¬ 
mately 187 feet; the central portion is 98 
feet in width and 267 feet in depth, with 
a wing on either side 222 feet long and 72 
feet in depth. 

The building has its own power house 
which furnishes heat and power tor lights, 
operation of elevators, electric fans, etc.

REGINA COLLEGE 

The promoters of Regina College have 
had in mind the enrichment of the citi¬ 
zenship of the West by an educational 
institution calculated to meet necessities 
for which adequate provision had not pre¬ 
viously been made in the Province. 

In the Academic Department students 
are prepared for teacher’s certificates, for 
University Matriculation, and the first 
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which includes a Warden’s residence in 
the east' wing and the College Chapel in 
the west wing is a free rendering of the 
English College style. There is room for 
thirty resident students besides the statf 
and servants. It is one of a group of 
buildings which the Anglican Communion 
hopes to erect on the site purchased from 
the Government. The Synod and Clergy 
houses have also been built on this site.

WETMORE HALL 

The Law School of Saskatchewan called 
“Wetmore Hall.” is established at the 
judicial seat of Regina under the super¬
